Conferences to Take Place 
Before Coolidge Leaves 
Office, Is Belief. 


KELLOGG TO DISCUSS 
PLAN WHILE IN PARIS 


Washington’s Appeal to Some 
Diplomats Is Greater Than 
Geneva’s Claim. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

The next international conference on 
limitation of armaments, which is ex- 
pected to follow the Kellogg anti-war 
pacts, and the preliminary meeting of 
the league commission, may be held 
here at the National Capital before the 
end of the Coolidge admin{stration. 
Advices reaching here through diplo- 
matic channels indicate that Washing- 
ton rather than Geneva appeals to sev- 
eral of the interested nations as the 
appropriate meeting place, and it is 
understood that Secretary of State Kel- 
logg will be approached on this matter 
during his stay abroad. 

Mr, Kellogg will not, of course, dis- 
cuss this question in advance, nor will 
he comment on a matter which is more 
or less out of his control, ahd which 1s 
dependent upon further developments 
in the matter of adjusting the Anglo- 
Amerfcan differences over naval arms 
limitation. But the assumption Is jus- 
tified that Secretary Kellogg would be 
gratified if events should take a turn 
whereby the next conference would be 
held at the American capital. 

The reasons advanced by some of the 
diplomats in favor of Washington 
revert back to the success of the Wash- 
ington arms conference of 1921-22, as 
contrasted with the failure of the 
Geneva three-power naval conference 
and the futile efforts of the League of 
Nations to deal with the arms limita- 
tion problem. 


Geneva Atmosphere Blamed. 


One of the reasons ascribed to the 
failures at Geneva is linked with the 
so-called “Geneva atmosphere” which 
encourages a system of diplomatic bar- 
gaining with too many well-intentioned 
but conflicting viewpoints. Further- 
more, the European delegations are in 
such close contact with their respective 
foreign offices, and each foreign office 
is so beset with political currents and 
cross-currents that anything in the way 
of concession or compromise is reached 
only with the greatest difficulty. 

It has been noted, though not com- 
mented upon, that all the negotiations 
relative to Secretary Kellogg’s anti- 
war pacts were conducted here in 
Washington. Some of the foreign states- 
men believed it would be more expe- 
dient for Mr. Kellogg to leave certain 
matters pertaining to these pacts open 
until he reached Paris and could dis- 
cuss them on European soil. | 

Whatever view the Americyn Secre- 
tary of State may have had on these 
suggestions it is noted that he did not 
plan to leave the United States for 
Paris until all the negotiations were 
completed and the treaties ready for 
signature. 

There is no direct connection be- 
tween the signing of these treaties and 
the hoped-for conference on arms limi- 
tation. But it is conceded to be the 
fact that the interested nations are 
anticipating that the signing of the 
Kellogg pacts will prove an incentive 
to speeding up arms limitation plans. 


League Commission’s Plans. 


According to the present program, 
the preparatory commission of the 
League of Nations will take up the 
question of limitation of armaments

LOWENSTEIN'S BODY 
OAD 10 YIELD URUG 


Judge Asserts Presence of 
Poison in Viscera Ils Due, 
Probably, to Medicine. 


EXPERT DENIES REPORT 


Paris, Aug. 14 (A.P.).—The interna- 
tional mystery of the death of Capt. 
Alfred Lowenstein, Belgian financier, 
while crossing the English Channel] in 
his private Airplane on July 4, today 
entered another phase when it was 
unofficially reported that toxic matter 
had been found in the viscera of his 
body. 

After Lowenstein’s body was found 
on July 19, Dr. Paul, chief chemical 
analyst for the Suretc Generale, the 
French Scotland Yard, undertook an 
exhaustive autopsy at the request of 
members of the Lowenstein family. It 
was said at the courthouse in Bou- 
logne, according to Le Matin, today 
that the expert’s report, which will 
not be made public, reveals “the 
existence of traces of a very charac- 
teristic toxic matter” in the viscera. 

Goes to Brussels Court. 

The ‘toxicologist’s report will be 
forwarded to the court in Brussels, 
which conducted an inquiry into the 
disappearance and death of the finan- 
cler. Should the report lead to a re- 
opening of the investigation it is likely 
to have diplomatic as well as judicial 
ramifications since the body was re- 
covered outside of ihe territorial 
waters of either England or France. 

“The newspaper Telegramme de Bou- 
logne tonight says that the local judge 
of the Boulogne court declared that 
the presence of poison in Lowenstein’s 
intestines did not necessarily indicate 
that the capitalist had died from that 
cause. It was known, he said, that 
Lowenstein was in the habit of taking 
aperient medicines and that he took a 
large dose on July 4 before leaving the 
Croydon Air Field. 

Such a strong dose, said the judge, 
could account for the accumulation of 
toxic substances in the banker's body. . 

Steps by rance Unlikely. 

It is regarded as unlikely here that 
France will take any further steps to- 
ward complete solution of the mystery. 
Since Lowenstein, a Belgian national, 
left England in a plane of British regis- 
tration, it is felt that further action, 
if any, must come from either Brussels 
or London.

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MILLS BODY DUG UP: 
OIATH BULLET FOUND 


Authorities, Reticent, Believed 
to Attach Great Impor- 
tance to Find. 


IS LIKELY TO BE EVIDENCE 


Disinterring the body of the late 
Edward L. Mills, prosperous Mont- 
gomery County dairy farmer, who was 
shot and killed on his farm on July 
27, 1927, Maryland authorities yester- 
day found a sixth bullet that had been 
fired into the body of the farmer which 
was not located when five others were 
removed at an autopsy shortly after 
he was killed. 

Although authorities refused to com- 
ment on their latest step, it is believed 
that they attach great importance to 
the finding of the sixth bullet and that 
it, will be used as a salient point in 
the State’s evidence. 


Bullet Lodged Near Heart. 


Mills’ body was taken from its grave 
in Forest Oak Cemetery, at Gaithers- 
burg, yesterday morning, under the 
direction of State’s Attorney Robert B. 
Peter, jr. It was taken to the funeral! 
parlors of W. R. Pumphrey & Sons, at 
Rockville, and examined by Dr. W. T. 
Pratt. Montgomery County health of- 
ficer. State’s Attorney Peter subse- 
quently said that the sixth bullet had 
been found, but he refused to say 
where it was located, or discuss the 
object of the probe. 

It was learned, however, that the 
bullet was lodged in the left side of 
the back, under the ribs in the region 
of the heart, and could have caused 
Mills’ death. 


Body Returned to Grave. 


Although the projectile was said not 
to have borne any distinguishing 
marks, it is understood that it will 
be turned over for examination by the 
State’s firearms experts. 

The body was disinterred by Dr. 
Pratt and W. R. Pumphrey, assisted by 
County Policeman Robert Darby, and 
later was returned to the grave. Sted- 
man Prescott, attorney for Samuel T 
Robertson, who, was indicted last week 
at Rockville by a special grand jury 
for the murdér of Mills, seid that he 
had no comment to make concerning 
the latest move by the State’s attorriey. 
Robertson has been in jail at Rock- 
ville since his arrest April 18.

Florida Coast reaching from 
Cedar Keys to a point west of 
lachicola was paralyzed. Little fear for 
that section was felt, however, since 
indirect reports trom some of the coast 
towns said that small damage was done 
At Panama City, port town 25 miles 
west of Apalachicola, storm warnings 
had been taken down. 

Torrential rains accompanied the ad- 
vance of the storm, bringing flood 
threat to lowlands in northern Florida 
and southern Georgia, where highways 
were badly washed last week and where 
repairs to lines of communication have 
barely been made.

WHEN WRINKLES COME. 

N this column yesterday I gave some 
] suggestions for the proper use of 

tissue or massage creams, muscle 
olls and astringents in the _ battle 
against wrinkles, and outlined the 
treatment for the tiny lines that ap- 
pear at the corners of the eycs:. 

In many cases the earliest wrinkles 
to appear are lines leading from the 
nostrils to the rim of the upper lip. 
These should be massaged in the same 
way as the lines at the eyes. If the 
lines are not too deep or of too long 
standing court plaster can be used 
to excellent advantage. After a nour- 


ishing preparation has been applied, 
the skin should be stretched smooth 
between thumb and forefinger and a 
piece of court plaster moistened and 
held firmly to the skin where the line 
was until it adheres perfectly. The 
plaster should be allowed to remain 
on over night. If this method is 
tried, one must be persistent to get 
sure results. A good astringent should 
be used daily.

$2,000,000 Withdrawn From 
Investment Concern, Offi- 
cial Asserts.

Chicago, Aug. 14 (A.P.).—A new 
shortage of %2,000,009 was charged 
against Roy C. Toombs, investment 
broker and insttrance company head, 


today by Clarence A. Stelle, vice presi- 
dent of the investment concern of 
Toombs & Daily, 

Toombs is free under a $10,000 bond 
after being arrested Saturday on an 
embezzlement charge, resulting from 
the alleged disappearance of $3,500,000 
in assets from the International Life 
Insurance Co., at St. Louis, of which 
Toombs ts president. 

As a result of Stelle’s charge, Judge 
William N. Gemmill, of the Superior 
Court, appointed the Foreman ‘Trust 
& Savings Bank as receiver for the 
firm. Stelle asked the appointment in 
& petition charging Toombs with 
frauds, which he said resulted the 
exhaustion of the assets of firm. 

He declared he was that 
Toombs entered tnto a scheme ia 
March, 1927, to gain control of the 
International Life Insurance Co., and 
that, without knowledge of the board 
of directors of Toombs & Daly, he 
used his confection with the invest- 
ment firm to further his plans in the 
insurance company. 

In the manipulations necessary to 
his project, the petition states, Toombs 
issued checks against Toombs & Daly 
| for more than 82,000,000, and with 
the money purchased securities which 
the firm has never seen 

The check withdrawal, said 
so exhausted the Toombs & 
treasury that the firm can not 
meet its obligations. 

Judge Marcus Kavanagh late 
dismissed a habeas corpus writ 
tained by counsel for Toombs in cron- 
nection with his arrest the St. 
Louls charge. Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney @. J. Schott appeared and tnformod 
the judge that the Chicago police had 
nothing against Toombs and had re- 
leased him.

Those who are revealed by such a 
method to reflect discredit upon the 
firm employing them—if pgoved to be 
unfitted for their jobs—should bé dis- 
missed and replaced with men possess- 
ing a higher degree of intelligence and 
caution, in the opinion of many com- 
mentators o nthe situation. 


Representatives Before Public. 


A fundamental mistake seen by many 
in this connection ts the failure of em- 
ployers of delivery vehicle drivers to 
jook upon the latter as their repre- 
séntative before the public. 

If this error were remedied on a broad 
scale, it is accepted that the evi} could 
be cleaned up from within with greater 
dispatch and at smaller cost than by 
any other method.

JAPAN AND CHINA. 


Japan is facing a serious dilemma in at- 
tempting to prevent the unification of China. 
Not only do the Japanese people wish to avoid 
war, being already borne down by taxation, 
but they are dependent to a great degree upon 
China for raw materials and as a market for 
Japanese goods. The great mass of the Japa- 
nese people feel this dependence upon China, 
and are striving to influence their government 
to avoid a policy that would ruin Japanese 
manufacturers, traders and exporters. 

The other horn of the dilemma is the power 
of the military class in Japan. It is headed by 
Premier Tanaka himself, a general and a lead- 
er of the militarists, This class is demanding 
vigorous action against China, even to the cx- 
tent of war, for the sake of safeguarding Jép- 
anese interests in Manchuria and Shantung.

Highly qualified Chinese are now studying 
the structures of many foreign governments tn 
the hope of gaining ideas that may be applied 
to China. The work of creating a government 
requires peace, first of all: and next to peace it 
requires cooperation and a spirit of accomnic- 
dation in the state builders. If the Chinese 
leaders who have accomplished the pacification 
of their country under the Nationalist move- 
ment can now demonstrate the constructive 
statesmanship of such men as James Madison 
and Alexander Hamilton they will deserve 
equal fame, and will be entitled to the ever- 
lasting gratitude of their countrymen. 

The somewhat menacing attitude of Japan 
warns the Chinese constitution makers to has- 
ten their labors, before the good work of the 
Nationalist armies is lost by dissensions at 
home and loss of confidence abroad. No more 
important duty has even been imposed upon 
men than that which rests upon the shoulders 
of the men who are trying to work out a gov- 


ernment suitable to one-fourth of the human’ 


race. 


THE ITALIAN-JUGOSLAV TREATY. 


By ratifying the treaty with Italy the Jugo- 
slay government disposes of at least one em- 
barrassment, and possibly clears the path for 
more effective dealing with the disaffection in 
Croatia. The Nettuno treaty liberalizes the 
rights of Italians along the eastern coast of 
the Adriatic, while making equivalent con- 
cessions to Jugoslavia. The Italian press is 
well pleased with the action of the Jugoslav 
Parliament in ratifying the treaty and now 
predicts an era of good feeling between the 
two nations. 

The stumbling block is the Croatian popu- 
lation of Jugoslavia, which happens to occupy 
the territory fronting Italy. The Croatian 
deputies absented themselves from Parliament 
when the time came to vote upon the treaty, 
while enormous crowds gathered at Zagreb 
and elsewhere demanding the independence of 
Croatia and breathing hatred of Italy. ‘The 
intensity of the public feeling is exhibited by 
the election of Stefan Raditch as leader of 
the Croatian movement, notwithstanding his 
recent death. Dr. Vladko Matchek was chosen 
as active proxy of the dead leader. Thus the 
Croatians, like the ancient Castilians, go forth 
to the struggle with a dead man riding at the 
head of the column, as:the dead Cid Campea- 
dor was strapped in his saddle at the battle 
of Valencia. 

‘Matchek now becomes an jmportant figure, 
having behind him a following that can make 
or break the Serb-Croat-Slovene union. Some 
of the agrarian Serbs are more than disposed 
to deal generously with the Croats, but the 
prevailing Serbian party is stubbornly oppor- 
ing Croatian demands and ridiculing the 
threats of revolution. The ratification of the 
Italian treaty by this Serbian contingent in 
Parliament at this particular juncture is an 
extremely bold move, in view of the temper of 
the Croatians. 


_ CHEMISTRY IN PEACE AND WAR. 


Little value, interest or profit is to be found 
in picturing the chemist in the guise of a war 
monster. It is known, of course, that all the 
leading powers are perfecting their instru- 
ments for gas warfare, as they are other de- 


Yices of preparedness, Possibly the use of

‘gases will disclose horrors beyond anything 
that war has as yet inflicted. [It may he 
granted for the sake of argument, as Sir James 
CG. Irvine tells the American Chemistry Socisty, 
that “‘warships will be sunk, armies disbanded 
and fortresses demolished but the chemical 
factory will remain.” The important clause 
of this statement is the last. The dyestuff 
factories not only can be readily converted, 
as he says, Into chlorine gas factories, but the 
opposite is true, as well, In France the chlo- 
rine factories have been converted into dyestulf 
factories. 

The interest of the normal individual just 
now is in the wonders that chemistry is ef- 
fecting in the creation of new materials for 
clothing, new efficiencies in agriculture, de- 
velopment of conveniences and methods of 
travel and communication, new fields for ree- 
reation, and new appliances for the extraction 
of natural wealth from virgin countries. Mauy 
manufacturing, dietary and recreational fea- 
tures which are distinctive today are gifts of 
the laboratory, and the chemist who performs 
the miracles of service is no ogre. 

To create a morbid sentiment with regard 
to the work of the chemist is to pervert the 
facts. Even in respect to warfare, his ability 
to make more terrific agencies of death will 
do much for the prevention of war, The 
chemist, by making war more deadly, heips 
the world move for peace; and if wars should 
come, they will be shorter betause of chemical 
destruction, and therefore the total losses may 
be less than in the days when soldiers hacked 
one another with short swords. 
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BAD TIMES AHEAD. 
In an address before the American Chemical 


Institution, Dr. H KE. Barnard op- 


served that the great problem of the future 


will not be the source of food supply, but the 
question of standing room.

In Kenya colony, in East Africa, interesting 
discoveries have been made, pointing almost 
conclusively the presence of Aurignacian 
nan.

The period of 
these African cave men was at least as remote 
as any of the remains thus far found in Asia. 
A point in favor of the theory that man origi- 
nated in Africa, instead of Asia, is that while 
Roy Chapman Andrews and others have not 
found human remains in the Gobi desert or 
elsewhere in Asia of an antiquity comparable 
with that of the Kenya remains, the African 
discoveries are a fact, while the Asiatic search 
is still unrewarded. 

Now that Dr. Andrews has found a monster 
in the Gobi desert whose head alone weighed 
400 pounds when the beast was alive, it is half 
expected that human remains may be found 
also, of a ftinique size or shape, and perhaps 
older than anything yet found. But the age 
of such remains, anywhere found, is a doubt- 
ful question. The earth’s records are not all 
intact. Ice, heat, earthquake and flood. have 
changed mountains and seas, deserts and poles. 
All estimates of time, reduced to figures in 
years, are guesswork. 
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PITTSBURGH FLOOD PREVENTION. 


Unquestionably the interest of the people 
of the United’ States in flood prevention in the 
Mississippi region has done much to direct at- 
tention to other communities subject to flood. 
Almost any city that is situated at the con- 
fluence of rivers may become a victim. So 
Pittsburgh is coming in for careful cunsidera- 
tion as a possible flood nexus. 

It is because Pittsburgh is a natura] flood 
center that geologists are studying the situ- 
ation there. They see that devastating floods 
occurred there before Rittsburgh existed.” ‘The 
vast wealth of Pittsburgh now makes the 
warning of the past a living question.

Mr. Davis was bailed out of jJall 
by a number of prominent citizens 
under the leadership of Horace Greeley, 
then editor of the leading Republican 
paper of the country, and there the 
whole matter died.

BELIEVE IT OR NOT. 

Addressing the summer school of the 
British Social Hygiene Council at Cam- 
bridge, says the London Times, Prof. A. 
E. Heath, professor of philosophy at 
University College, Swansea, dealt with 
an electrical apparatus which had been 
used as an experim:znt to teach a boy to 
write. 

He once had a boy pupil, he said, who 
was particularly bright in conversation, 
but who was absolutely hopeless at 
school work. They found that the dif- 
ficulty simply was that he could not 
write. They found that he held his pen 
so tightly and pushed so hard that he 
was tired out almost at the end of a 
line. To cure that, the boy was given 
special lessons with an electrical device,

The professor described on the black- 
board the method adopted. The boy 
had to form letters between two lines 
on cardboard. The electrical connection 
was so constructed that when the steel) 
pen touched the line there was a buzz- 
ing sound, and when it went over too 
far, a bell rang. Thus the boy was able 
to develop muscular control and form 
the letters easily.

Heath said that the experiment took 
place at a Hampshire school. “It was tn 
the laboratory we fixed up the arp- 
paratus,” he said. “It appeared to us 
as a possible solution, and we had not 
heard of it being done before. As for 
its general use, I can not say whether 
it would answer, but in this particular

NEW USE OF LIGHT. 

By means of a mercury vapor lamp. 
which has been installed in the min- 
eral gallery of the British Museum. 
members of the public, by pressing ag 
electric button, can flood a case cons 
taining fluorescent minerals with ine — 
visible ultra-violet light and see th@ 
remarkable phenomenon which result 
says the London Times. 

Most of these minerals are practically 
colorless, but as soon as they are ex- 
posed to ultra-violet ligiut they absorb 
this invisible light and emit, in their 
stead, visible rays of longer wave- 
length. Fluorspar, a brown mineral, 
changes color and becomes a bright 
violet. Colorless quinine shows up 
bright sky blue; zinc-silicate becomes 
green and, in some cases, yellow; zince- 
blende is changed tc a shining mass, 
old gold in color and in some cases, @ 
brilliant flery yellow, like a live coal. 
A pale green slab of willemite glows 
with remarkable. brilliance, the color 
being comparable with uranium green. 
Another specimen, with grains of pale- 
green willemite embedded in a cleavage 
mass of white calcite, is changed to 
dark flesh-red color, in which are spots 
of brilliant green, due to the willemite, 

The principle of the use of ultra- 
violet rays in the detecting of certain 
minerals is being explored by Dr. L. J. 
Spencer, keeper of minerals tn the 
museum.

Murderer of Miss Constance 
Taken to Death Scene; Is 
Arraigned and Indicted. 


SPEEDY TRIAL PLANNED 


Chicago, Aug. 14 #(A.P.).—David 
Shanks, illiterate negro bootblack, who, 
police said, confessed slaying Miss Jen- 
nie M. Constance, Peoria educator, to- 
day was arraigned, bound over to the 
grand jury and indicted within the 
space of a few hours. 

Prosecutors said every effort would 
be made to set an early date for his 
trial and that they would demand his 
electrocution. 

Shanks was arrested last night by 
Evanston police after they had traced 
a wrist watch which belonged to the 
victim. The bootblack readily con- 
fessed the slaying, police said. 

The prisoner was kept under heavy 
guard last night. Today, before a crowd 


of 300 persons, he calmly and dispas- 
sionately reenacted the killing at the 
scene. 

Just ten minutes later Shanks was 
arraigned and held to the grand jury 
without bond, charged with first degree 
murder. Although illiterate, the negro 
objected to the charge of murder. “It 
ought to be manslaughter, your honor, 
because she was not dead when I left 
her,”” he said. 

A short time later a true bill charg- 
ing Shanks with murder was reported 
voted by a grand jury In a hearing that 
required only 30 minutes.
